III  order  to  lacilitate  Ihe  handling  of  crop  and  livcslock  information  received  on 
the  first  day  of  each  month,  so  that  reports  may  be  assembled  and  compiled  and  the 
results  published  in  the  shortest  possible  time,  the  State  has  been  divided  into  nine 
geographic  divisions,  each  comprising  a  group  of  counties  in  which  the  general  con- 
ditions affecting  farming  practices  are  very  similar. 

These  districts  are  numbered  from  1  to  9  as  shown  on  the  map.  Because  of  their 
respective  locations,  they  are  referred  to  as  (1  or  NW)  Northwestern,  (2  or  NC)  North 
Central,  (3  or  NE)  Northeastern,  (4  or  WC)  West  Central,  (5  or  C)  Central,  (6  or  EC) 
East  Central,  (7  or  SW)  Southwestern,  (8  or  SC)  South  Central  and  (9  or  SE)  South- 
eastern. 

In  each  of  these  districts  the  Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service  receives  the  vol- 
untary cooperation  of  numerous  crop  correspondents,  reporters  or  so-called  field  aids 
who  furnish  requested  information  on  the  farming  conditions  in  their  home  townships 
on  the  first  day  of  each  month.  These  field  aids,  reporting  either  to  Washington, 
D.  C,  or  to  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  and  numbering  close  to  1800  for  the  entire  State,  are  for 
the  most  part  actively  engaged  in  farming  or  are  at  least  thoroughly  conversant  with 
local  farming  conditions  from  many  years  of  association. 

Many  of  the  reporters  have  contributed  these  voluntary  services  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  or  more,  either  to  Washington,  D.  C,  or  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Department  of  Agriculture,  at  Harrisburg,  and  more  recently  to  the  Federal- 
State  Cooperative  Crop  Reporting  Service.  A  generous  portion  of  the  credit  which 
may  be  claimed  for  the  reliability  of  and  the  lack  of  prejudice  in  State  and  Federal 
Government  monthly  crop  reports  must  be  assigned  to  the  loyalty  of  these  many  crop 
correspondents  who  year  after  year  continue  to  report  regularly,  giving  freely  of  that 
store  of  knowledge  which  has  been  built  upon  years  of  local  experience,  association 
and  observation. 
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CROP  FACTS  FOR  1925 


Crops  grown  on  Pennsylvania  farms  in  1925  reached  the 
total  valuation  of  $300,226,000,  which  was  eleven  per  cent 
greater  than  in  1924. 

Pennsylvania  ranked  fourteenth  among  the  states  in 
the  value  of  the  1925  crops.  The  highest  rank  ever  attained 
by  Pennsylvania  was  seventh  place  in  1921. 

The  combined  acre  yields  of  the  principal  crops  in  1925 
were  almost  eight  per  cent  higher  than  the  average  of 
the  acre  yields  in  the  previous  ten-year  period. 

Pennsylvania  ranked  first  among  the  States  in  the  pro- 
duction of  buckwheat,  third  in  potatoes,  fourth  in  tame 
hay,  fifth  in  grapes,  sixth  in  rye,  in  tobacco,  in  all  apples 
and  in  all  hay,  seventh  in  wheat,  eighth  in  pears,  ninth  in 
commercial  apples,  tenth  in  clover  seed,  twelfth  in  corn 
and  in  oats  and  sixteenth  in  peaches. 

The  combined  average  value  per  acre  of  all  the  leading 
crops,  was  $33.49  in  1925  compared  with  $30.63  in  1924, 
$27.43  in  1923  and  $25.59  in  1922. 

Hay  and  corn  were  again  the  two  leading  crops,  respect- 
ively, in  total  value.  Potatoes  displaced  wheat  from  third 
place  to  fourth,  followed  by  oats,  apples  and  tobacco  in 
their  usual  ranking.

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1925  CROP  REVIEW 


Crops  grown  on  Pennsylvania  farms  in  1925  reached  the  total  valuation  of  $300,- 
226,000,  which  was  eleven  per  cent  greater  than  in  1924,  when  the  value  of  crops  was 
estimated  to  be  $272,043,000.  The  value  reported  by  the  Federal  Census  in  1919,  the 
last  vear  of  war  prices  was  $409,969,000.  The  estimated  values  for  the  intervening 
years'!  are:  1920,"^ $362,926,000;  1921,  $227,344,000;  1922,  $244,523,000;  and  1923, 
$258,064,000.* 

Pennsylvania  ranked  fourteenth  among  the  states  in  the  value  of  the  1925  crops 
Texas,  Iowa,  California,  Illinois,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  _ New  \ork  Missouri,  North 
Carolina,  Oklahoma,  Nebraska,  Ohio  and  Kansas  ranking  ahead  of  this  State  in  the 
order  named.  The  highest  rank  ever  attained  by  Pennsylvania  was  seventh  place  in 
1921,  but  on  the  average  the  State  ranks  about  fourteenth,  the  states  mentioned 
usually  exceeding  Pennsylvania  in  crop  valuation. 

Since  1920  the  number  of  farms  in  Pennsylvania  has  decreased  from  202,250  to 
200,443,  according  to  the  preliminary  announcements  of  the  Federal  Agricultural 
Census  of  1925.  In  the  same  period  the  average  size  per  farm  has  shrunk  from  87  3 
acres  to  81 . 3  acres  and  the  average  value  per  farm  has  declined  from  *0,560  to  1. 
The  percentage  of  farms  operated  by  their  owners,  increased  from  /-^.y  per  cent  in 
1920  to  81 . 7  per  cent  in  1925. 

The  major  field  crops— corn,  wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye,  buckwheat,  white  potatoes, 
sweet  potatoes,  tobacco  and  the  hay  crops— constituted  97  per  cent  of  the  acreage  in 
all  farm  crops  in  Pennsylvania,  at  the  time  of  the  1920  Census.  The  estimated  area 
in  all  crops  in  1925  was  7,619,000  acres,  three  per  cent  greater  than  the  acreage  in 
crops  in  1924,  when  seasonal  conditions  prevented  Pennsylvania  farmers  from  mak- 
ing full  plantings.  Increases  were  made  in  the  acreages  of  corn,  oats  and  buckwheat, 
all  the  other  leading  crops,  except  wheat,  having  been  decreased. 

The  major  field  crops  yielded  especially  well  in  1925  in  comparison  with  other  years. 
The  combined  acre  yields  of  the  principal  crops  in  1925  were  almost  eight  per  cent  high- 
er than  the  average  of  their  acre  yields  in  the  previous  ten  year  period. 

Pennsylvania  ranked  first  among  the  States  in  the  production  of  buckwheat,  third 
in  potatoes,  fourth  in  tame  hay,  fifth  in  grapes,  sixth  in  rye,  in  tobacco,  in  all  lapples 
and  in  all  hay,  seventh  in  wheat,  eighth  in  pears,  ninth  in  commercial  apples,  tenth  in 
clover  seed,  twelfth  in  corn  and  in  oats  and  sixteenth  in  peaches. 

The  average  prices  or  values  of  crops  are  accepted  and  used  herein  as  reported  on 
December  1  1925,  unless  specifically  noted  otherwise.  The  total  values  reported  for 
some  of  the  crops  do  not  fully  reflect  the  money  return  to  Keystone  farmers,  as  in  the 
case  of  oats  which  shows  a  four  per  cent  increase  over  the  1924  production  and  corn 
with  a  fifty  per  cent  increase,  since  a  large  portion  of  these  crops  are  fed  to  livestock 
and  are  marketed  chiefly  in  the  form  of  meat,  dairy  and  poultry  products.  These 
latter  products  being  on  a  substantially  higher  price  level  returned  a  higher  value  per 
bushel  on  corn,  oats  and  other  grains  utilized  in  feeding  than  the  average  price  reported 
or  the  grain  itself. 

The  combined  average  value  per  acre  of  all  the  leading  crops,  was  $33.49  in  1925 
compared  with  $30.63  in  1924,  $27.43  in  1923  and  $25.59  in  1922.  The  average  acre 
values  of  individual  crops  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  17. 

Hay  and  corn  were  again  the  two  leading  crops,  respectively,  in  total  value.  Potatoes 
displaced  wheat  from  third  place  to  fourth,  followed  by  oats,  apples  and  tobacco  in 
their  usual  ranking. 

WHEAT— In  spite  of  delayed  seeding  and  adverse  weather  conditions  in  the  fall  of 
1924  winter  wheat  fared  well  during  the  winter,  was  amply  protected  by  snow  and  suf- 
fered only  average  abandonment  through  winter-killing.    A  record  average  yield  ot 

*Data  presented  in  this  bulletin  compiled  by  the  Pennsylvania  Federal-State  Crop 
Reporting  Service  from  the  reports  furnished  by  hundreds  of  crop  correspondents  to 
the  United  States  and  the  Pennsylvania  Departments  of  Agriculture.  The  statistics 
for  the  years  1924  and  1925  have  been  revised  on  the  basis  of  prehminary  intorrnation 
available  from  the  1925  Federal  Agricultural  Census.  The  data  will  be  considered 
for  further  revision  when  the  final  census  results  become  available. 
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twenty  bushels  per  acre,  of  quality  never  before  equalled,  was  established.  Thus  on 
an  acreage  unchanged  from  1924,  a  production  4,000,000  bushels  in  excess  of  the  1924 
yield  was  obtained.  The  production  was  on  a  par  with  the  average  of  the  past  five 
years  even  though  plantings  were  150,000  acres  below  the  average. 

The  area  in  spring  wheat,  which  assumed  some  importance  in  response  to  emergency 
war  demands,  has  steadily  decreased  until  the  present  area  is  practically  negligible. 

Ten  counties  produced  12,815,693  bushels,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  State's 
wheat  crop  in  1925.  These  counties  make  up  what  is  frequently  called  the  "Bread 
Basket  of  Pennsylvania."  The  adaptation  of  this  area  to  the  production  of  wheat  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  average  yield  per  acre  of  23 . 1  bushels  in  these  ten 
counties  in  1925  is  three  bushels  above  the  State  average  and  almost  double  the  1925 
United  States  average  of  12.8  bushels.

CORN — The  corn  crop  was  favored  with  splendid  weather  conditions  at  planting 
time  and  throughout  the  growing  season,  resulting  in  the  record  average  yield  of  51 
bushels  per  acre,  displacing  the  previous  high  record  of  48  bushels  in  1921.  The  total 
production  was  fifty  per  cent  larger  than  the  1924  crop  and  over  eleven  per  cent  greater 
than  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years.  Unlike  the  ill-treatment  administered  to 
the  1924  crop,  the  weather  conditions  in  the  fall  of  1925  were  such  as  to  allow  the  bulk 
of  the  crop  to  mature  properly.  Consequently  86  per  cent  of  the  corn  was  judged  to 
be  of  merchantable  quality,  compared  with  an  average  of  83  per  cent  for  the  previous 
ten  years.  In  1924,  the  backward  season  resulted  in  only  58  per  cent  merchantable 
corn  from  a  production  also  reduced  by  low  yields  and  curtailed  acreage. 

The  ten  leading  counties  in  corn  production  produced  very  nearly  half  of  the  total 
crop  for  the  entire  state.  Their  adaptability  to  corn  production  is  indicated  by  their 
average  yield  of  57.2  bushels  per  acre  which  is  more  than  six  bushels  above  the  State 
average  yield  in  1925.  Likewise  the  average  acre  yield  in  these  counties  is  greater  than 
that  of  any  State,  not  excepting  the  famous  Corn  Belt  Region  where  the  yield  was 
about  43  bushels  in  1925.

Practically  the  entire  corn  crop  in  Pennsylvania  is  fed  on  the  farms  and  farmers 
who  rave  be'^n  in  position  to  feed  their  1925  crop  are  realizing  substantially  more  than 
the  average  farm  selling  price  of  eighty  cents. 

RYE-The  acreage  devoted  to  rye  in  Pennsylvania  has  been  g-^^dually  decreasing 
thf  1925  planting  being  six  per  cent  less  than  the  previous  year  and  forty  per  cent 
less  than  the  previous  five-year  average  planting. 

OATS  -  While  the  1925  planting  of  oats  was  70,000  acres  in  excess  of  that  of  1924 
it  mtt  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  1924  acreage  was  severely  curtailed  because  o  the 
fat?  bac^^ard  season.    The  average  yield  of  35  bushels  was  one  bushel  short  of  the 
1924  yield  but  the  total  production  was  about  four  per  cent  greater  than  in  19-4  ana 
three  per  cent  above  the  average  of  the  past  five  years. 

Oats  is  well  established  in  Pennsylvania's  farming  system,  f^^l^J^^^^^^^^ll^P^l 
been  changed  greatly  in  the  past  45  years.  Eleven  counties  in  1925  each  producea 
o^e  milHon  or  more^ushels  of  oats  and,  all  told,  more  than  one-third  of  the  total 
State  crop:

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BUCKWHEAT — Notwithstanding  frosts  and  snow  in  October  the  buckwheat 
harvest  resulted  in  an  average  yield  of  23  bushels  per  acre,  equalled  in  1921  but  ex- 
celled only  by  the  high  record  yield  of  24.2  bushels  in  1912.  The  production  in  1925 
was  almost  one-fourth  greater  than  in  1024  and  six  per  cent  above  the  1920-1924 
average. 

BARLEY — Barley  plantings  are  of  minor  importance  on  Pennsylvania  farms.  The 
acreage  has  been  increasing  slightly  in  past  years  but  the  yield  per  acre  has  remained 
fairly  constant. 

POTATOES— Low  prices  received  for  the  1924  crop  were  probably  most  responsible 
for  a  four  per  cent  reduction  in  the  acreage  for  1925.  The  crop  was  threatened  by 
drought  in  June  and  July  and  by  unfavorable  weather  at  digging  time,  particularly  in 
the  northern  counties,  but  escaped  serious  damage  from  weather  and  blight.  Not  only 
a  new  record  average  yield  of  123  bushels  was  established  but  also  a  new  record  in  the 
value  of  the  total  crop  was  attained.  The  1917  potato  crop  was  the  only  one  in  recent 
years  to  exceed  the  quality  of  the  1925  crop. 

The  higher  prices  received  by  Pennsylvania  growers  for  their  1925  crop,  causing  a 
$30,000,000  increase  in  the  total  value  as  compared  with  the  1924  crop,  is  explained 
in  the  fact  that  the  United  States  production  was  the  smallest  since  1919  and  most  in- 
adequate in  meeting  consumption  demands.  The  total  United  States  crop  was 
100,000,000  bushels  below  the  1924  production  and  90,000,000  bushels  below  the  aver- 
age. This  crop  shortage  was  largely  due  to  seasonal  conditions  which  reduced  the 
United  States  average  acre  yield  from  127  bushels  in  1924  to  104  bushels  in  1925. 
Pennsylvania  normally  ranks  fifth  or  sixth  in  potato  production  but  the  1925  season 
being  more  favorable  to  this  State  than  to  others,  resulted  in  an  elevation  in  rank  to 
third  place  in  1925. 

Almost  half  the  potato  crop  was  produced  in  the  ten  leading  counties.  These 
counties  had  an  average  acre  yield  of  137  bushels.  Lehigh,  the  leading  county;  produced 
almost  twice  as  many  potatoes  as  any  other  county  and  approximately  one-twelfth  of 
the  potatoes  produced  in  the  entire  State.

TOBACCO — Low  prices  in  1924  were  the  principal  cause  of  a  decrease  of  approxi- 
mately eleven  per  cent  in  the  1925  tobacco  acreage.  While  the  plantings  were  the 
smallest  since  1916  and  seven  per  cent  less  than  the  1920-1924  average,  the  1925  yield 
was  the  best  both  in  quality  and  quantity  per  acre  since  1921.  The  production  in  1925 
was  only  slightly  less  than  in  1924  but  four  per  cent  lower  than  the  previous  five-year 
average. 

HAY — Hay  is  Pennsylvania's  foremost  crop  in  acreage  and  in  value.  The  tame  hay 
acreage  in  1925  was  18,000  acres  less  than  in  1924  and  the  average  acre  yield  about 
one-fourth  of  a  ton  less  than  the  unequalled  record  of  1.61  tons  of  that  year.  The

quality  was  below  the  average  of  recent  years.  The  production  was  fourteen  per 
cent  below  that  of  1924  but  six  per  cent  greater  than  the  average  of  the  past  five  years. 

About  one-third  of  the  State  crop  was  produced  in  ten  counties,  ranking  ui  order  as 
follows:

The  high  valuation  of  the  hay  crop,  which  includes  timothy,  clover  and  a  fa  fa,  is 
not  generally  realized  because  it  is  largely  fed  on  the  farms  and  is  not  popularly  re- 
garded as  a  cash  crop  such  as  wheat.  Considerable  hay,  however  is  shipped  from  the 
surplus  producing  counties  each  year  to  New  York  City,  Philadelphia.  Baltimore  and 
the  Southern  States. 

The  acreage  in  hay  has  not  changed  materially  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  past 
forty-five  years  but  there  has  been  a  remarkable  change  in  the  kind  of  hay  grown 
The  production  of  timothy  alone  has  decreased  while  alfalfa,  clover  and  mixtures  ot 
clover  and  timothy  have  increased.

Timothy  hay  includes  not  only  that  which  is  grown  alone  but  also  hay  of  such  fn 
dom  from  mixture  as  to  be  called  timothy  hay  and  sold  as  such  locally.  1  he  same 
true  of  the  clover  classification.  The  annual  legume  class  includes  such  hay  crops 
soy  beans,  cowpeas  and  velvet  beans.  Other  includes  such  crops  as  Millet,  Sudan,  K 
Top,  Bermuda  and  Orchard  grass  and  mixed  hay  from  old  meadows. 
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APPLES — The  total  apple  yield  was  6,970,000  bushels,  a  production  six  per  cent 
less  than  that  of  1924,  31  per  cent  less  than  the  1920-1924  average,  and  only  37  per 
cent  of  an  estimated  full  crop.  The  commercial  apple  crop,  1,011,000  barrels  of  ex- 
cellent quality  fruit,  as  the  result  of  an  unusually  favorable  season  for  spraying  and 
culture,  surpassed  the  1924  yield  by  thirty  per  cent  and  equalled  the  past  five-year 
average. 

The  decline  in  Pennsylvania  home  orchards  with  replacement  by  well-kept  commer- 
cial orchards  has  continued  in  the  past  five  years,  judging  from  the  preliminary  results 
of  the  1925  Federal  Agricultural  Census.  There  were  100,000  less  bearing  trees  than 
in  1920  and  400,000  fewer  young  trees. 

Nevertheless  Pennsylvania  attained  third  rank  with  its  6,884,000  apple  trees.  New 
York  being  first  with  9,454,000  and  Virginia  second  with  8,061,000  trees.  Washington 
lost  over  a  million  bearing  trees  and  dropped  from  second  to  fourth  place.  In  young 
or  non-bearing  trees,  Illinois  increased  over  fifty  per  cent,  assuming  first  ranking  with 
2,770,000  trees  and  sending  each  of  the  three  1920  leaders  down  one  place:  New  York 
with  2,458,000  trees;  Virginia,  2,344,000;  Pennsylvania,  2,229,000. 

The  gradual  change  from  farm  orchards  to  commercial  plantings  is  revealed  in  the 
fact  that  the  commercially  important  districts  in  the  southern  and  eastern  parts  of 
the  State  are  the  only  sections  showing  pronounced  increases  in  bearing  trees. 

The  ten  leading  counties  in  total  apple  production  in  1925  produced  almost  half  of 
the  State  crop.  These  counties,  their  production  and  the  number  of  trees,  as  reported 
in  the  preliminary  1925  Federal  Census  summaries,  showing  percentage  of  change 
since  1919,  are  as  follows:

The  foregoing  includes  eight  of  the  ten  leading  counties  in  number  of  bearing  trees, 
to  which  should  be  added  Allegheny,  with  149,376  trees;  1.2  per  cent  decrease;  and 
Erie,  145,368  trees,  15.4  per  cent  decrease.  To  the  eight  highest  counties  in  young 
trees,  shown  in  the  table,  add  Allegheny  with  67,071  trees,  a  17.5  per  cent  increase; 
and  Montgomery  70,704  trees,  an  8.5  per  cent  increase. 

PEACHES — Peaches,  injured  by  winter  freezing  of  the  buds  and  further  damaged  by 
late  spring  frosts  and  high  winds,  yielded  only  600,000  bushels,  or  35  per  cent  of  the 
1924  crop,  forty  per  cent  of  the  1920-1924  average,  and  only  27  per  cent  of  an  estimated 
full  crop. 

Pennsylvania  lost  approximately  one  million  peach  trees  between  1919  and  1924, 
the  1925  Federal  Census  reporting  3,820,839  trees  of  all  ages,  a  decrease  of  20.4  per 
cent  since  1919.  Decreases  ranged  from  55  to  80  per  cent  in  all  sections  of  the  State 
except  in  the  southwestern  and  the  south  central  counties  where  the  aggregate  decrease 
was  about  three  per  cent.

PEARS— The  crop  of  468,000  bushels  was  about  three-fourths  of  the  1924  yield, 
four-fifths  of  the  1920-1924  average,  and  half  of  a  full  crop. 

GRAPES — The  grape  crop  is  of  particular  commercial  importance  in  a  belt  lying 
along  Lake  Erie.  The  1920  Census  credited  Erie  County  with  86  per  cent  of  all  the 
bearing  vines,  about  fifty  per  cent  of  the  non-bearing  vines  and  78  per  cent  of  the  State 
production  of  grapes  in  1919. 

The  1925  harvest  amounted  to  only  11,180  tons,  about  57  per  cent  of  the  1924  crop, 
or  55  per  cent  of  the  1920-1924  average.  The  estimated  price  of  $95  per  ton  was  $17  bet- 
ter than  the  price  for  the  previous  year. 

In  Erie  County,  winter  injury  to  buds,  frosts  in  May  and  June  and  high  winds  at 
blossoming  time  caused  most  of  the  damage  to  the  1925  crop,  although  excessive  heat 
and  drought  later  in  the  season  and  storms  and  freezes  in  October  made  further  cuts 
in  the  crop.  The  harvest  started  the  last  week  in  September,  a  little  earlier  than  usual 
and  at  least  three  weeks  earlier  than  the  extremely  backward  1924  season.  The  quality 
of  the  crop  was  good  and  the  berries  were  of  large  size,  but  not  sufficient  to  offset  the 
lack  of  size  and  uniformity  in  the  bunches.  Vines  established  a  sturdy  foundation 
for  the  1926  crop  in  a  splendid  growth  of  wood.

LIVESTOCK  FACTS  FOR  1925 


The  average  value  of  all  classes  of  livestock  increased 
during  1925. 

The  total  value  of  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep  and  swine, 
including  their  young  was  $144,688,000,  the  highest  since 
1923,  and  an  increase  of  10.7  per  cent  over  1925. 

The  horse  population  continued  its  steady  decline  of 
recent  years,  being  113,000  less  on  January  1,  1926  than  in 
1920. 

The  number  of  milk  cows  was  about  50,000  less  than  the 
five-year  average  but  their  total  value  was  almost  $5,500,000 
more. 

The  sheep  industry  has  shown  no  material  change  during 
the  year,  there  being  a  slight  increase  in  number  and  total 
value.  .  , 

A  total  of  271,400  fewer  swine  than  the  five-year  average 
were  kept  on  farms,  but  their  average  value  was  $3.30 
more  per  head. 

The  poultry  industry  has  expanded  with  an  increase 
of  over  500,000  in  number  of  chickens  and  over  $3,700,000 
in  total  value. 
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LIVESTOCK— An  Important  Factor  in  Pennsylvania  Agriculture 

The  importance  with  which  Pennsylvania  farmers  regard  livestock  in  the  success 
of  their  business  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  practically  every  farm  m  the  State  has 
some  form  of  livestock.  More  than  four  of  every  five  farms  have  cattle,  three  of  every 
four  have  swine  and  nine  of  every  ten  have  poultry,  accordmg  to  the  1920  l-ederal 
Census  figures.     Less  than  seven  per  cent  of  the  farms  have  neither  horses,  mules, 

cattle,  sheep  nor  swine.  ^  ,  ,        ,      ,  •  r 

Without  livestock,  farming  in  the  Keystone  State  would  not  be  the  progressive,  di- 
versified type  that  is  found  throughout  the  Commonwealth  today.  A  farming  system 
which  includes  the  production  of  grain  and  legume  hay  crops  and  the  feeding  ot  dairy 
cattle  beef  cattle,  swine  and  sheep,  makes  it  possible  to  maintain  soil  fertility,  to  re- 
duce farm  income  risks  to  a  minimum  and  to  secure  the  greatest  possible  returns  even 
in  periods  of  depression.  r  ^ 

Since  the  crops  of  80  per  cent  of  the  improved  farm  land  area  of  the  State  are  con- 
sumed by  livestock,  the  necessity  of  having  improved,  healthy  flocks  and  herds  on 

every  farm  is  apparent.  ,  ,      ,  i       i  «:„,4.  ,v 

The  great  need  today  is  not  more  livestock  but  better  livestock  and  every  effort  is 
being  made  in  Pennsylvania  to  eliminate  the  risks  and  losses  resulting  from  disease  and 
parasites.  Bovine  tuberculosis  is  being  rapidly  eliminated  from  the  State  and  the 
losses  from  hog  cholera  made  practically  negligible  by  vaccination.  Successtul  plans 
for  the  control  of  bovine  abortion,  poultry  tuberculosis  and  baci  lary  white  diarrhoea 
have  also  been  adopted  and  farmers  are  co-operating  to  make  the  controls  effective. 
Studies  of  parasites  harmful  to  swine,  sheep  and  poultry  are  also  under  way  in  the 
hone  of  finding  practical  control  measures  under  Pennsylvania  conditions.

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LIVESTOCK  REVIEW— JANUARY  1,  1926 

The  annual  inventory  of  farm  livestock  on  January  1,  discloses  that  Pennsylvania 
advanced  one  place  to  fourteenth  rank  among  the  States  of  the  Union  in  the  total  value 
of  the  principal  classes  of  livestock.  It  was  exceeded  in  value  by  Iowa,  Texas,  Illinois, 
Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Wisconsin,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Ohio,  New  York,  Indiana,  Cali- 
fornia and  South  Dakota,  in  the  order  named. 

All  classes  had  a  higher  average  value  per  head  and  total  value  than  on  January  1 , 
1925.  The  total  value  had  declined  steadily  from  the  high  point  of  1920  to  the  low 
valuation  in  1925.  The  value  of  the  farm  animals  in  1926 — horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep 
and  swine,  including  their  young — was  10,7  per  cent  higher  than  on  January  1,  1925 
and  4.9  per  cent  above  the  1924  value  but  3.2  per  cent  lower  than  the  average  value 
from  1921  to  1925. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  sheep  on  Pennsylvania  farms  during  1925,  and  practi- 
cally no  change  in  mules  or  in  the  combined  cattle  classification.  Other  classes  show 
decreases  in  numbers  during  the  year,  ranging  from  five  to  seven  per  cent.  The  State 
ranked  9th  in  the  number  of  milk  cows  and  heifers,  two  years  old  and  over,  15th  in 
heifers  between  the  ages  of  one  and  two  years,  15th  in  all  cattle,  17th  in  horses,  19th 
in  mules,  20th  in  swine  and  23rd  in  sheep. 

With  the  preliminary  summaries  of  the  January  1,  1925  Federal  Agricultural  Census 
available  as  a  basis  for  studying  the  estimates  of  all  livestock  except  sheep,  the  data  for 
the  years  1920  to  1926  have  been  tentatively  revised  in  order  to  show  as  nearly  as 
possible  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  livestock  numbers  in  the  period  between 
census  years.  When  the  final  Census  records  are  completed  and  published  the  esti- 
mates will  be  finally  revised  and  established.  The  procedure  in  making  revisions  con- 
sisted in  making  changes  in  the  direction  of  the  Census  preliminary  totals  but  not 
necessarily  in  complete  agreement  with  the  Census  figures  when  other  information  of 
a  reliable  nature  indicated  otherwise. 

The  1925  Federal  Agricultural  Census  made  no  enumeration  of  the  livestock  in 
towns  and  cities,  nor  does  the  Crop  Reporting  Service  make  any  estimates  of  livestock 
other  than  that  kept  on  the  farms  of  the  State.  The  number  of  animals  not  on  farms, 
i.  e.,  in  the  cit  es  and  villages  of  Pennsylvania,  as  reported  in  the  1920  Census;  was: 
Horses,  111,670;  Mules,  13,962;  All  Cattle,  89,949;  Sl^eep,  5,106;  Swine,  178,332;  and 
Goats,  5,583  (only  2,578  on  farms  in  1920).  It  is  probable  that  these  numbers  have 
decreased  materially  since  1920. 

HORSES — The  number  of  horses  on  farms  has  declined  steadily  since  1920  and 
young  stock,  or  colts  under  two  years  of  age,  has  reached  the  point  of  being  entirely 
inadequate  for  replacement  of  worn-out  work  stock.  At  the  time  of  the  1910  Census, 
55  colts  were  foaled  on  Pennsylvania  farms  per  every  1,000  horses  and  mules;  in  1920i 
28  colts  per  1,000;  while  in  1925  the  preliminary  census  report  indicates  16  per  1,000. 

On  the  farms  of  the  crop  correspondents  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  for 
every  1,000  horses  and  mules  on  hand  on  the  first  of  each  year,  the  number  of  colts 
born  during  the  preceding  years  similarly  take  note  of  the  decline  in  young  stock  though 
the  foaling  percentage  on  these  farms  is  consistently  higher  than  the  censuses.  For 
every  1,000  on  January  1,  1920,  42  colts  were  born  during  1919;  January  1,  1921,  44 
colts  in  1920;  1922,  30;  1923,  24;  1924,  30;  1925,  24;  and  1926,  31. 
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As  in  the  case  of  numbers,  the  total  value  and  the  average  value  per  head  of  horses 
declined  between  1920  and  1925  but  a  slight  upturn  was  registered  in  1926.  In  num- 
ber, horses  declined  5.5  per  cent  in  the  past  year,  were  22.3  per  cent  below  the  num- 
ber on  January  1,  1920  and  13 . 5  per  cent  below  the  average  of  the  past  five  years.  The- 
decrease  in  total  value  from  that  of  1920  was  38  per  cent  and  from  the  average,  19.5 
percent. 

Counties  leading  in  number  of  horses  in  1926  are:  Lancaster,  18,220;  Chester, 
13,570;  Bucks,  13,170;  York  13,050;  Crawford,  12,450;  Berks,  11,740;  Franklin,  11,230; 
Bradford,  11,120;  Erie,  10,200;  Mercer,  9,970;  Westmoreland,  9,720;  and  Washington, 
9,250. 

MULES — Mules  have  not  made  material  change  in  numbers  in  the  past  seven  years. 
There  were  about  nine  horses  to  every  mule  on  the  farms  of  Pennsylvania  in  1920. 
Owing  to  the  decline  in  horse  population  the  ratio  in  1926  stood  at  seven  to  one. 

The  value  of  mules  on  January  1,  1926  was  7.6  per  cent  higher  than  the  1925  value 
but  7.4  per  cent  below  the  five-year  average  and  a  decline  of  19.7  per  cent  from  the 
1920  valuation. 

Counties  leading  in  mules  are:  York,  9,870;  Lancaster,  9,020;  Adams,  3,310;  Berks, 
3,210;  Cumberland,  2,770;  Lebanon,  2,255;  Dauphin,  1,980;  and  Perry,  1,845. 

ALL  CATTLE — Beginning  with  1920,  the  date  of  the  latest  decennial  census,  es- 
timates of  cattle  population  had  been  made  in  two  classes.  The  first  class  was  called 
"milk  cows"  and  had  as  its  base  the  number  of  dairy  cows  and  heifers  over  one  year  of 
age  reported  by  the  1920  Census.  The  second  class  included  all  cattle  other  than  milk 
cows. 

The  new  estimates  on  cattle,  presented  in  these  pages,  cover  all  cattle  and  calves  in- 
cluding milk  cows  and  separate  estimates  are  made  for  "cows  and  heifers,  two  years 
old  and  over,  kept  for  milk"  and  for  "heifers,  one  to  two  years  old,  being  kept  for  milk 
cows."  The  basis  for  estimating  these  classes  was  provided  by  the  quinquennial  census 
of  1925  on  January  1.  Estimates  for  the  milk  cow  classification  were  derived  from  the 
preliminary  census  reports  for  dairy  cows  and  heifers  over  two  years  of  age  plus  the 
estimated  number  of  beef  cows  and  heifers  kept  for  milk.  Estimates  of  heifers  one  to 
two  years  old  being  kept  for  milk  cows  were  similarly  derived  from  the  number  of  dairy 
heifers  plus  the  estimated  number  of  beef  heifers  required  to  replace  the  beef  cows  and 
heifers  kept  for  milk. 

On  the  basis  of  the  census  data  of  1920  and  1925,  together  with  the  information  de- 
rived from  crop  reporters,  assessors  and  other  sources  during  the  intervening  years, 
the  new  classification  estimates  were  revised  back  to  1920. 

The  number  of  all  cattle  declined  steadily  each  year  since  1920  with  the  exception 
of  the  past  year  when  no  change  was  recorded.  The  decline  between  1920  and  1926 
amounted  to  13.3  per  cent.  The  number  on  January  1,  1926  was  6.2  per  cent  below 
the  average  of  the  previous  five  years.  In  value,  cattle  show  a  higher  rating  than  any 
year  since  1921,  and  7.6  per  cent  greater  than  the  average,  but  32.7  per  cent  under 
the  very  high  1920  valuation. 

Leading  counties  in  cattle  population  are:  Lancaster,  84,820;  Chester,  53,180;  Craw- 
ford, 50,680;  Bradford,  50,360;  York,  47,580;  Erie,  42,450;  Berks,  41,470;  Susquehan- 
na, 38,420;  and  Tioga,  38,360. 

MILK  COWS  AND  HEIFERS,  Two  Years  Old  and  Over— Following  an  increase 
in  numbers  from  1920  to  1923,  milk  cows  started  a  decline  which  has  continued  through 
1925,  the  number  being  five  per  cent  less  on  January  1,  1926  than  in  1925,  7 . 8  per  cent 
below  the  high  point  in  1923,  4.5  per  cent  below  1920  and  5.3  per  cent  below  the  aver- 
age. The  1926  value  was  the  highest  since  1921;  27.9  per  cent  below  the  1920  valua- 
tion, but  16.4  per  cent  greater  than  in  1925  and  9.5  per  cent  above  the  average. 
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Counties  having  the  greatest  number  of  milk  cows  and  heifers  of  this  age  classifica- 
tion are:  Lancaster,  38,110;  Chester,  37,800;  Bradford,  35,610;  Crawford,  33,610; 
York,  30,220;  Susquehanna,  29,540;  Erie,  27,690;  Berks,  27,120;  and  Tioga,  27,110. 

MILK  HEIFERS,  One  to  Two  Years  Old— The  estimates  of  numbers  of  heifers 
for  replacement  of  milk  cows  indicate  that  the  January,  1926,  number  is  the  lowest 
since  1920,  decreasing  18  per  cent  in  the  last  year,  while  milk  cows  decreased  but  five 
per  cent.  The  number  of  heifers  between  the  ages  of  one  and  two  years  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year  was  35.8  per  cent  below  1920  and  20.5  per  cent  below  the  average. 

There  were  only  two-thirds  as  many  heifers  per  1,000  milk. cows  on  January  1,  1926 
as  in  1920.  The  reduction  in  the  ratio  during  the  year  1925,  from  145  to  124  heifers 
per  1,000  milk  cows,  alone  amounted  to  approximately  fifteen  per  cent.  On  the  aver- 
age, during  the  five  years  1921  to  1925,  heifers  one  to  two  years  old  being  kept  for  milk 
cows  constituted  12.9  per  cent  of  all  cattle  milked  or  intended  for  milking  over  one 
year  of  age;  in  1926,  only  11 . 1  per  cent,  a  cut  of  14  per  cent.  Data  for  each  of  the  past 
seven  years  on  January  1  and  the  average  of  the  years  1921  to  1925  follow:

SHEEP — Tentative  revisions  of  the  sheep  estimates  between  1920  and  1925  were 
not  made  because  1925  census  results  for  this  class  of  livestock  were  not  available  in 
January.  It  is  estimated  that  an  increase  of  three  per  cent  occurred  in  numbers  dur- 
ing 1925.  The  number  on  January  1,  1926  was  but  2,000  less  than  in  1920  and  5.8 
per  cent  higher  than  the  average  of  the  past  five  years.  Total  sheep  value,  while  16.  7 
per  cent  below  the  1920  valuation,  was  12 . 3  per  cent  greater  than  in  1925  and  37 , 6  per 
cent  better  than  the  average. 

Greene  and  Washington  counties  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State  have  almost 
fifty  per  cent  of  all  the  sheep,  Greene  leading  with  123,370  and  Washington  with  118,- 
600.  Other  counties  in  the  first  ten  are:  Mercer,  20,430;  Crawford,  12,380;  Bradford, 
11,790;  Tioga,  11,580;  Franklin,  10,990;  Bedford,  9,080;  Butler,  8,870;  and  Beaver, 
8,510.  - 

SWINE— The  heaviest  decrease  in  numbers  among  the  major  classes  of  livestock 
took  place  in  swine,  amounting  to  55,000  head  during  1925  or  a  drop  of  seven  per  cent. 
The  January  1,  1926  number  was  39.0  per  cent  below  that  of  1920  and  26.4  per  cent 
lower  than  the  average.  The  number  is  the  lowest  in  seven  years.   The  value  was  10 . 4 
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per  cent  higher  than  in  1925  but  lower  than  any  of  the  preceding  five  years,  little  more 
than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  1920  valuation  and  11 . 1  per  cent  less  than  the  average.  The 
increased  value  of  1926  over  1925  was  due  to  a  higher  average  value  per  head. 

York  County  led  in  the  number  of  swine  in  1926  with  52,130  head,  followed  by: 
Lancaster,  40,480;  Berks,  30,180;  Adams,  29,750;  Franklin,  28,220;  Dauphin,  23,930; 
Cumberland,  23,550;  Fayette,  21,070;  and  Bucks,  19,650.  - 

CHICKENS — The  poultry  industry  continues  to  thrive  in  Pennsylvania  with  the 
number  of  hens  and  pullets  on  farms  showing  a  steady  upward  trend  every  year  in  the 
past  seven.  The  increase  during  1925  amounted  to  three  per  cent;  since  1920  there 
has  been  a  twenty  per  cent  increase  in  numbers.  Values  likewise  show  steady  increases 
though  for  most  of  the  years  since  1920  these  increases  have  been  due  to  greater  num- 
bers. 

Poultry  keeping  in  Pennsylvania  has  changed  materially  from  the  hit-or-miss  tree- 
roosting  type  to  an  industry  in  which  thoughtful  management  is  a  necessary  require- 
ment. Further  evidence  of  this  evolution  is  found  in  the  increasing  number  of  flocks 
containing  200  birds  or  more.  These  larger  flocks  in  themselves  necessitate  a  more 
careful  scheme  of  management  and  improvement  in  housing'  and  methods. 

Two  counties  have  over  a  million  hens  and  pullets  on  their  farms,  Lancaster  with 
1,260,790  and  York  with  1,238,630.  Bucks  County  follows  in  rank  with  854,320; 
Berks,  789,670;  Montgomery,  782,340;  Chester,  537,320;  Bradford,  513,910;  Adams, 
499,690;  and  FrankHn,  446,270. 

BEES — Pennsylvania's  honey  producing  industry  is  made  up  of  almost  135,000 
small  factories  teeming  with  millions  of  workers,  small  but  well-known  for  their  effi- 
ciency. There  has  been  an  increase  of  almost  ten  per  cent  in  the  number  of  hives  of 
bees  on  Pennsylvania  farms  in  the  past  seven  years  and  while  the  number  decreased 
over  four  per  cent  in  1925  it  is  still  12.6  per  cent  greater  than  the  five-year  average. 
The  changes  in  total  value  of  hives  were  almost  identical  with  changes  in  numbers, 
there  being  but  little  variation  in  the  average  value  of  hives. 

Bradford  tops  the  list  of  honey  producing  counties  with  7,640  hives;  Bedford  next 
with  4,380;  Crawford,  3,950;  Lancaster,  3,890;  York,  3,860;  Clearfield,  3,720;  Arm- 
strong, 3,580;  Somerset,  3,540;  Westmoreland,  3,480;  and  Indiana,  3,110.
